 WHEREAS, the Medicaid program was established in 1965 as a jointly funded cooperative 
venture between the Federal and State governments to assist States in providing quality health care 
to an eligible disadvantaged population, and  
 
 WHEREAS, a national formula requires the federal government to pay roughly 50% of the 
costs and the States to bear the remaining 50%, and 
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 WHEREAS, New York is one of only a handful of States that require county governments to 
pay for Medicaid costs not covered by the federal government, and of these most states only charge 
local governments for the administrative costs associated with the program, and  
 
 WHEREAS, according to State Senator Dale Volker�s October 2004 Medicaid report, New 
York State requires counties to pay approximately 16% of the total Medicaid program costs, with 
Erie County�s 2003 share of Medicaid program expenditures amounting to 14.5% of the total cost, 
and 
 
 WHEREAS, nevertheless, Erie County�s mandated Medicaid costs have increased from $122 
million in 1998 to a budgeted $175.3 million in the 2004 fiscal year, and  
 
 WHEREAS, this problem is not new, as former Erie County Executives including Edward 
Regan, Edward Rutkowski and Dennis Gorski regularly lamented the Medicaid local cost burden 
and called for state reform of the program, and  
 
 WHEREAS, the financial burden of Medicaid is becoming increasingly problematic for 
taxpayers in Erie County and across the state, and 
 
 WHEREAS, this Honorable Body has repeatedly gone on record throughout 2003 and 2004, 
in a variety of resolutions, public statements, press conferences and other statements by Legislators 
from both political parties, as urging systemic reform in the State and County Medicaid program, so 
as to reduce and ameliorate the growing financial burden on New York State local governments and 
taxpayers, 
 
 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 

 
RESOLVED, that the Erie County Legislature remains persistent in its message that Erie 

County taxpayers cannot afford the heavy burden of escalating Medicaid costs, and be it further 
 
RESOLVED, that this Honorable Body does further reaffirm its support for programs and 

initiatives which seek to extend health care services and benefits to the needy and disadvantaged but 
does oppose efforts on the state level to continue to levy increasingly larger Medicaid costs on local 
governments and to fail to take aggressively and large-scale reform efforts of the Medicaid system, 
and be it further 

 
RESOLVED, that this Honorable Body expresses support for reducing the heavy burden on 

county taxpayers through the State capping the local (County) share of Medicaid costs through 
appropriate legislation in the State Legislature in such a way that all future increases in the cost of 
Medicaid shall be borne by the State, and be it further  

 
RESOLVED, that this Honorable Body further calls on the New York State Legislature and 

Governor George A. Pataki to institute immediate measures to reduce the existing cost of Medicaid 
borne by county governments across the state, and be it further  
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RESOLVED, that this Honorable Body calls on Members of Congress Louise Slaughter and 
Thomas Reynolds, Congressman-Elect Brian Higgins, and U.S. Senators Hillary Rodham Clinton 
and Charles Schumer to pursue appropriate legislation to enable New York State to receive a higher 
percentage reimbursement for Medicaid health care services provided to the disabled, indigent, and 
those receiving long-term care, to increase the reimbursement from 50% to 57%, and in so doing, to 
allow New York to receive comparable reimbursements to those provided to Pennsylvania, Ohio,

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WHEREAS, Abercrombie and Fitch has agreed to pay forty (40) million dollars to Black, 

Hispanic, and Asian employees, as well as job applicants, to settle a class action federal 
discrimination lawsuit that accused the clothing retailer of promoting whites instead of minorities, 
and  

 
WHEREAS, the settlement, approved November 16, 2004 by the United States District 

Court Judge Susan Illson, requires the company to adhere to a consent decree that calls for the 
implementation of new policies and programs to promote diversity and prevent discrimination in its 
workforce, and  

 
WHEREAS, the lawsuit originally was filled last June in San Francisco by Hispanic and 

Asian Groups charging that Abercrombie and Fitch, known for its "classic casual American" 
clothing styles, hires a disproportionately white sale force, and  

 
WHEREAS, the United States Equal Employment Opportunity Commission (EEOC) joined 

private plaintiffs in the lawsuit which alleged that Abercrombie and Fitch violated portions of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964, and  

 
WHEREAS, the lawsuit specifically accused the company of engaging in recruiting and 

hiring practices that exclude minorities and adopting a virtually all- white marketing campaign, and 
 
WHEREAS, the consent decree calls for Abercrombie and Fitch to hire a vice president of 

diversity and hire up to 25 diversity recruiters. The company also promised that its marketing 
materials would reflect diversity. 

 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT  
 
RESOLVED, that the Erie County Legislature affirms its support for the African-American, 

Hispanic, and Asian Groups as well as the United States Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission whom filled a lawsuit against Abercrombie and Fitch for lack of diversity within the 
corporation, as well as in their marketing campaign.

 Pursuant to section 205 of the Erie County Charter, I am writing you to indicate my 
disapproval of the above-referenced Local Law Intro., a copy of which is attached.  
 
 My first objection stems from the fact that the sales tax revenue figure and other revenue that 
must be set forth in the proposed budget cannot be forecast properly until approximately three-
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fourths of the year has passed. Accordingly, given this forecasting issue, it would be impossible to 
meet the time frame as set forth in this Local Law Intro.  
 
 
 
 Objection number two relates to the strictures imposed on us by the State's own budget 
processes. At present, the State routinely passes its budget beyond its April deadline (a deadline that 
may soon be officially extended to May). Our County proposed budget cannot be refined until we 
have a clear idea of the monies coming to us from the State. Given these facts, this Local Law Intro., 
which sets earlier deadlines for the County proposed budget, cannot stand, for it would institute an 
unworkably short period during which State information could be analyzed and digested.  
 
 My final objection is managerial. The County engages and contracts with consultants and 
advisors throughout the year. Their terms of engagement are committed after the passage of an 
annual County budget and usually their work is completed within the same fiscal year. It would 
create undue hardship and reduce the timeframe for these
